There are a large nuci 
b«r of conspiracy cases yet to be tried 
and the probabilitiea are that the con it 
will Bit for two or three weeb at leot^r 

Oieat intereft is attaohed to forth 
neminK tiial of the ex-qneen. The gov 
ernmeut claims tb hate mOre tttan snf 
flcicnt evidence to convict her of treii 
sou. What her panishment will be in 
case of conviction is hard to conjecture. 
Her ruse will probably come up on next 
Monday. Siic ix charged with treason. 
The charge reads; First— Treason, by 
engaging in ujx'n rt'b<'llion a^fainst the 
n-public of Hawaii, by iitteinptiiig l)y 
force of arms to overthrow and destroy 
the same by U'vyin^r war against the 
«aine. and l)y adhering to the (enemies 
of the repnbliir of Hawaii, giving 
them aid and comfort witliin the lia- 
waiiuii islands and elsewheri;; and 
MH'ond — Treiisi)n l)y aiding, abeffi-ig, 
prooniing. connselbtiK. inciting, co.ai- 
tenancing and encoiuiiging otliei-. tu 
comniit treason ;.ud to engage in op<'n 
relK'llion against I lie republic of Hawaii, 
and to attempt liy torce of arms t(j over- 
tlirow the same, and to adhere to ihc 
enemirn of the republic of Hawaii in 

S'vinjf them aid and coinfort in the 
awaii iHlatids and el.sewliere. 
The military commission has brouglit 
in findings in 24 ca«es. Tlieir names 
are: R. W. Wilcox. S. Nowlein. H. F. 
i3ertel.niau, Carl Widemau, \V. H. C. 
(treiir, Louis MurKhall, W. C. Lane, J. 
(j. June. C. T. txuJick. W. H. Kickani, 
W. T. fckward, T. B. Walker, Solomon 
Kaoia, Peluhua, Lot Lane, Thomas 
Poole, J. Kalankoa, Robert Palau, J. 
W. Kipikane, Kilioua, Joseph Clark, D. 
Janoha, W. Widdifield. Jm-a Kiakhi. 
Of the foregoiug D. Jaiinlia and J. 
Kalankoa wera ucqaitt<Hl. The otliers 
were all found guilty, and stnitences 
were fixed by the commission subject to 
review by Preiddeut Dole. The sen- 
tenoea vary much, all the way from 
aentenoe of death to impiriaonmeiit for 
five yean, with flues. 

The lowest aeutence for treason by 
the Hawaiian stalnte is imprisonment 
for five ye.irs ami a fine of not leas than 
|R,000. The six lenders were all sen- 
tenced to be hung. Tiieyare: Charles 
T. GWdiok, Willlim H.Rickard, Wil- 
liam T. Beward, Robert W. Wilcox, 
Bam Nowleiu and Henry Bertelman. 
8enteiiC« in the last two ciuws will be 
oonmrated, as both men have furnisiieil 
valnable evidein';- for t lie government." 
( li.lick was born in tniscoanny. Itick- 
ard IS an Englishman. Wilco.v is a Ha 
wai'.aii. 

The only one nf the lour who is en- 
titled to the jiroiection (jf the United 
Kfate.s is Wiin.i.n T. Seward. .\s yet 
no (late hitA l.eeii >,et fui- the execiuioiis. 
The only important cas«' tried liefore 
the military I oui t since the departure 
of tiie Au.>Traiia. was rhat of V. V. A.sli- 
ford, lie is charged witli tieas<in. 

A batch ot 'M iiafive rel>els charged 
with treason is now oooapyiug the at- 
tention of tlin eourt. 

United StatoH Minister Willis has 
• hanged liis attitude somewhat since 
last advices. He is not so IwUigerent in 
his demands. His latest coinmunicuition 
to the ; 'Vernment is a re(iiie8t that if 
the deatn penalty is imposed in cases of 
any Americans that the executions be 
postponed until he cau communicate 
vrith his government. The Britisli com- 
misaiouer has made a similar request . 
Thus far but two men i^ho claim Amer 
ioan protection have been tried. They 
are Loiiirf )(arshall, chared with open 
rehellion, and Thomas Walker, who 
pleaded guilty to the charge of treason. 

The government has decided to banish 
three persons from the islands for oom- 
idioity in the rebellian. They are J. E. 
Cranston and A. Muller, for conspirat^y 
to use dynamite, and J. B. Johnstone, 
special police o^oer, who turned traitoi-. 
The men will be sent on the Wamiinoo, 
leaving for VlotoaAa to^y. OraDston 
and llmler were to Uow np the Central 
Union choroh on the night when the re- 
hellion broke ont. Of the three exiles 
Johnstone is a British subject, Cranston 
an Aniericun and Mnller a German. 
They say they do not know what they 
were arrested for; were given no trial, 
were kept confined without any chance 
of commnaieaUop lad #i not know 
they were to lisave imttl mt Warrim(X) 
whistled to leave. Johnstone will re- 
main at Van(!onver, bat the others Hay 
they wUl not leave the steamsliip but 
will return cm lier to Honolulu when 
she goes biu k. Tliey claim that tliey 
have iK'en victims of gross outrage. 

S<'liooner N<irma iUTived at Honolulu 
on Jan. .'10 with a cargo of salmon, 56 
days from Claxton. No trace of opium 
or arms was found, and thus another 
■eusation was Hix)iled. 

The steamer Daisy Kimball, recently 
puroha-s(Ml by a Hawaiian firm, was 
wrecked on the coast of Hawaii Jan. 25. 
Bbe pmve<l to be a total loss; Insured 
for 1186,000. 

F. M. Hatch, the minister of foreign 
affairs, may resign shortly and Uuivi' for 
Ban Francisco. H4s successor will prob- 
ably l>e W. N. Armstrong, formerly of 
the New York bur.

MINICTBR THURSTON TALKS. 

fl«niUlkBThBt tlio Trlnl« Have BmB ITalr 
and Impartial. 

Wamhin<;t(>\. Feb. 1 1 , — Jjoram A. 
Thurston, the Hawaiian minister, being 
asked whether he had any infonnatiou 
concerning the alleged sentencing to 
di'ath of some of the leaders in the late 
Hawaiian insurrection, and whether, in 
his opinion, suoh sentences, if given 
would be caniad oat, made the follow- 
ing statement: 

•'I liave rt'ceived no direct communica- 
tion concci r ing tlie sentence, nor do 1 
know precinely what action will bs 
taken; bnt from my intimate acquaint- 
ance with all of tlic Hawaiian authori- 
ties, and thi>ir characteristics and nieth- 
o<ls f can state i)o>itively that all tria'-i 
will l)e o))en aii<l fair; that t)ie ai'cu-:'' [ 
will be allowed the fullest right of cru.ss- 
examination and of d(<fen.s»'; that tliore 
will be no convictions wliich are not 
based u]M>n the clearest evidence. 

"If tli(>r(! is any particnlor p<.)licy in 
which the Hawaiian government has 
erretl in the past two years, it has Iwon 
iu having been too lenient in doahn:,' 
with those who have continuously 
Bchenn<d to overthrow it; first by the 
Btrat«'gic diplomacy and then by foi-ce. 
From its inception the government has 
exliibited a leniency toward its enemies 
that is unparalleled iu history. '1 Ins 
extreme leniency has been a feature of 
the administration of President Dole, 
which huM caused criticism Cram many 
of his strongest supporters. 

"I will state a t«w facts in sub- 
stantiation of what I say: The penuity 
for trciason, from the foundation to the 
overthrow of the monarchy, was death 
and oonfisoation of all property. Oa 
the Mth of January, 1898, three days 
after its creation, tne provisional gov- 
ernment passed an act providing an al- 
ternative penalty for treason of fine aitd 
imprisonment, and othcr^vise mitigating 
the liurslinesB of the former luw. Was 
there ever lM>fore known a government, 
M-arue strafed iu power, in the niiust oi 
enemies involved in all the multi- 
tudinous tri,ds attendant nix>u a n^eou- 
struction (i) tlie entire system of gov- 
ernment ilciting its liisi nioiiic.'itx to 
miti.iiatinj; i he pcii.iii > which ii.i;.;lit 
be v;.^lte^l ii,)ou its cue. , e.-, if they uii- 
dertooU 1 ) . erthrow it 

'•.\gani. a 1: "igli the revf)!nfii n of 
lS'j;i\\a. . ; l)y t,lH- aacinpi oi the 
(lueeii lo ahi, .>4ute the constitution aiul 
disfr,iiich:-e ueiu'lye\ery p»Tson con- 
necl'd with the new govcrnmeii! , sije 
has sinc»i LKfin treated wit ii tlie ulniosi 
consideration by that goveriiiuont. She 
has lHM>n allowed to oi'cuny her iu>mlort- 
ahle residence in Honuliiln, witiiin a 
bl(K-k of till executive building, in jx-ace 
and wiiiioiit luolcsiatioii. altlioiigh she 
has iiMi t :i^iii;^iy, piililicly and pnvat.'iy, 
plott4«d the-oin for the oven liiuw of tia 
government and finally male it an 
arsenal in whicii weru di>cu\ t red W 
rilles, two dyiiaiiiite l)ouilis, p<s:ois, 
swoi'ds and ajjuiiunitioii in quantity. 

"Again, altliuugh Lihuokalani has 
miuh' no claim lor comj)cnsation, the 
annexation cointiiission, in tlie interest 
of harmony and to avoid evi'ii the ap- 
I)earance of harshness, secunnl the ni- 
sertion iu the propost^d annexation 
treaty of a olaiLv giving her on unnuid 
pension of ^0,000, and witil she )x>g.ni 
to openly work for the overthrow of tlie 
government the salary which she hai 
received as queen continued to be paid 
to her bv the provisional government; 
and, until Princess Kainlanl oanie to 
Washington to work for restoration she 
also contiaued to receive her former al- 
lowance. 

"Theex-qneen has twice iqipUed to 
the government for proteotioo agcinst 
supporters of the goveminent whom die 
fevced fliight.db nut UKttiifOM'oi tha 

negotiating with Mr. Willis for her res- 
toration aad rbn overthrow of the pro- 
visional ',:< I . e. iiiiient. Upon both occa- 
sions a .s(^uad of police was detailed to 
guard her from harm, for as long a 
pi!riod as she desired them. Her only 
rtfsponse to all this treatment has l>eou 
the beheading oroposition made to Mr. 
Willis and a continuous plotting to over- 
throw the government, culminating iu 
the insurrection last month. 

"In Mnother direction the Hawniirtn 
government has shown unpre(!edeiit(^d 
moderation, In tiiaes of revolution, of 
exciteiuHiit and transitiou, all govern 
ments, including that of the United 
btates, have a.ssumenl as an incident of 
sovereignty and as a projwr means of 
preserving the i)e;ice. the right to exer- 
cisi' more or less coiit rol over the press 
and the rii^'ht of public meeting, 'I'ho 

firovisiomil governnient and the repub- 
icof Hawaii have neither suppres.sed 
nor attcmjited Ui control a single nt^ws- 
paper, and have not prevented the hold 
ing of a single pablic miH-ting in Hono 
lulu. The royalists have been allowed 
and have rejieatedly availed themselves 
of the privilege to a.s.siM-iate unmolested 
in the jmblic s<iu;ue in front of the ex- 
ecutive building at Honolulu and unre- 
strictedly to pass such resolutions as 
they choo.se, coiitlemnatory of the g(jv 
eniment: protesting against annexation; 
against the (<<>nMitutien and the repub- 
lic and declaring in favor of the restora- 
tion of the monarchy. 

' '< )ne of the serious features of the sit- 
uation in Havraii is that a number of 
the leading insuiTeetionists are what 
may be co&ed -prufesaiottal revolutioa- 
iats.' The rank and file are ignorant 
dupes. Among theilesders take for ex- 
ample WUIp<lk, fhb nlMUiy iMder in the 
last insiin^Mtion. » Wtt Mnoated at 
the expense of the govaminant for seven 
yesrs in Italy, retOrniAIr in 1887. In 
1888 he enterod into a oonspiraoy with 
UUnolulsni and others to overthrow 
th^ lavis of liliaekalahl. which 



conspiracy nearly succeeded. lie wa.H 
not prosecuted on condition tltat he 
leave the oountry. 

"In 1889 he returned, and again con- 
spired with Liliubkalayni to overthrow 
the king. Eight were killed. Wili:<u 
and about 100 others were capture.1. 
One white man was convicted of treason 
by a jury of foreigners and sentenced 
>to death, which sentence was coramuttHi 
to a year's imprisonment and banish- 
ment. Wilcox and all the natives were 
acquitted by a native Jury, in 1891 
Liliuokahini was again plotting with 
Wilcox to overthrow her bn)ther, the 
king, when the latter relieved her of the 
necessity of .so doing by dying ami 
leaving her Ills succcs.sor. 

"In rh.' Sill ing of IH^'i Wilcox entered 
into a coiisi)ir.»cy witli V V. .\^•lltol(l. 
another uf those now under arrest and 
others who are now rampant royalist*, 
to overthrow Liliuokahini, establish a 
rejinblic and seek annexation to tl'.e 
ITnited States. They were caught reil 
handed, Ashfonl fl^'W the country 
Wilcox vv.is conniiitted for trial, but the 
government nolle j)rossed the case, 
knowing the improbability of getting a 
conviction before a native jnry .S ncc 
then, Wilcox has in turn t>een a bitrej- 
opponent and vililier of the (jneen; suji 
ported her in the attemi)t to abrog.iii 
the constitution in .lanuary. isi'.l;!, 
joined the annexationists, beco./r.'i),' a 
vice pre.iident of one of the anm ...ira)!! 
clubs and now Ixibs up once more as a 
patriotic defender of royalty. 

"This is a fair sample of the material 
of which the le.ulers and orgaiii.'^c rs of 
the late insurrection are coiDimspd 
Mo.st of them lue foreigm rs They are 
of the (;las8 and character which fur- 
nished *he ixtmmunist in Paris and the 
anarchist riots in Chicago. 

"What is t) e government of Hawaii 
to do* Is tha a avi —m ent to oeaAoM 
every offence that can be oommitted 
against a government and upon captuv 
ing insurrectionists in th^ act of snoot- 
ing down its citiaens, allow them to 
again go free to repeat the operation at 
the first convenient opportunity ? If I 
recollect correctly, the authorities of 
Chicago condemned and executed sen- 
tences upon not only the men w^ho threw 
the bombs at the polii-e, bnt those w)io, 
by writing in the press, and by public 
speeches, had iucitm the violeneo. Tlie 
whole civilized world iipplau.ietl tlivlr 
action. 

'•'Ihe Ha^\aiian government and tiie 
people at Honolulu aie tcslay in a p.isi- 
tion of ftir greater difllculty and dan ;cr 
than ever Willi t' ■ government of (''.i 
cage. Auiid hostile environmen; . a. n u 
opposirioii, trem-hery and rev obuion .it 
home, and the d'-pressmg etfcts of con 
tinno'is! ln.-idc inlluence.- frmi abro ,d, 
Presideiii l)ii:c :uid his a.-^,-;! icnues are. t i 
tlie lie:,i of tlii ir limited j>owers a.i;l 
witii all the wisdom with which ( md 
h;i8 endowed i iieni, uiainiaining ii:i:r 
outer breast v. orks of civiliz.ition in i:;e 
Pacific, with lescrve coiisisting of .i 
handful of nn'ii. the mfrchants, (I x io. •, 
lawyers. Iiankers. clerk>. ^■•liOu| fe.u he.s 
an<l nMn''KiniCs uf Munululii. wiio loyally 
and feai'ics.-! V clo>e their piace^ ut o,. 
liess when tli'' occasion l>ijuire.^, a.i i t 
requires mil', t,Ki often, leave lln'ir 1.,'m 
dies, take tli.' ir rilies ami go ont to pro- 
tect tiip ci.m numiy from (he assault - oi 
the fr« eli.iuiers of Hawaii, vviio alter- 
nately luiwiucr.ide as royalists a.i:l lUl- 
V(X'utcs of a republic um the occ.ision 
suits. 

"The prol Jcni that has been forci i 
upon Pre,-.di it Dole, and which he ami 
his ad\ ,->eis are now fi^iceti, nuiddcd, 
and in the piescuce of hostile infiueuce 
to .solve, is one which would prove a 
ta.-k to gieater men. The problem is 
not how to ociiieve revenge. It is how 
to prevent Hawaii from gravitating into 
the catalogue of cliroaio revolution. 
How the government of the republic 
will solve the problem I do not icnow. 
The gospel of forgiveness and forbear- 
ance has been praotioed with apparently 
snooenful result. Whatever ueasiu^s 
are taken, the white men whooisanised 
the late insurrection and fnnUsnedthe 
anas therefor, but had the adroitness to 
kebi^outof sight when there was fight- 
ing to be done, will be held to an equal 
degree of respousihilitr with thehr na- 
tive companions, who nad at least the 
manliness and courage to attempt to 
carrr out their ill-conceived plan. 

"This furtuer, I know; that Abntham 
Lincoln did not possess a more patient, 
loving kinOly disiioHition thou does 
SanifoNl S. Dale; that there does not 
exist in the united States tixlay a mon> 
generous spirited, forgiving and utnt 
veii^pfnl I'oiiiinnnity than that I'esidiug 
in Hon<ilnhi. and furnishing tha Iflador 
of the present government. 

"( iixi foiKu e those who would impute 
a s.iiiKuiiiaiy lust for blood to us brave, 
generous, disinterested, hbcrty-lov.a^ 
and true ii hand of patriots e\> i 
honored ( 'hi i->lian civiliBa! ion ; or ad.i to 
their ulioady heavy burduus or mcreaiie 
the dilBoaltiesof thehr already dilBoalt 
taiik."

FntB Island, Feb. 11.-— Two men who 
clung for 40 hours to the rigging of 
their vessel, off Fire island l)e.icli were 
rescue<l at midnight by tlie ci' vs- of the 
l,(one Hill lifesaving sta;ion. 'I'ln' vc 
sel proved to be tlu^ schooner Louis V. 
Place, C.iptain S<iuires, coal-l.iden from 
Baltimore to New V'ork. She leli Halti- 
uion; un Jan. '2H, and was wrecked dur- 
ing the height ot the <;al<!. Nine men 
took to tlie rigging vs heii the vessel 
went down an eiglitli of a mile off the 
shon and they clung in the raging bliz- 
zard vrith the spray freezing as it 
da.shed over them until, one l)y one. 
.si'ven of them slipped into tlie seas (,r 
hung lifeless, bound to the rigging by . 
rope. Two only were able to endure ibc 
ten ible exposure. They are H. .T. Nel 
son, whose home is m Providence, 
and William Stevens, a German of 
Rockland, Me. The re.-icued men are 
badly fro.stbitten and it is thought tint 
Nelson will lose both feet. 

The story of their rescne is a tribuie 
to the brave lifesaven* who have for two 
days been making almost suijerhumun 
efforts to reach the wrecked sv-Uooner. it 
was on Tuesday last that the Pliice r.in 
into the gule, and it was found that s e 
was leiikinh badly. The coast of Lou 
Island was then dead ahead, and af^ 
careful prep vatiouM the vessel was;, 
lowed to drive straight at the boaei 
Half an hour later she touched her ii' i 
on the o. wcr bar and a heavy wave lit ti d 
her high on *he sandbar. As she s« i 
tied on her side the waves broke furiosi- 
ly over her and chilled to the bono i .i< 
men who had simght safety iu the 
ropes. 

The lifesavers sent out life lines, bur 
not beforr the seamen were ullno^t 
{nr/aii to death and so stiff us to bo un- 
able to get to them. They tiled conur- 
less times to latmcli their boat, but on 
each decision the bieakers di-ove it i, 
with renewed fury to the shore, lur 
two (i:iy>. each hour of the day. ilie 
.same rf '^nints were repeated, while 
t!ios(> uM ■liore cmild see. hour by hour, 
that tben- a'd was uf decreasing vahie. 
One by one the men in the rigging g.ivc 
way to the exposure, and when at iiiid- 
night the lilesaver.s. under the cniniiianil 
of C.iptain Baker, puslied their iio.it 
int ■ tiu' ^mf and i led like madmen lu 
tire vvn 1 K wli'-. . liere wi're but two 
lives lein.Mling o; ; :le nine. 

During; ail that lime the men in the 
rojX'S had not tasted food nor drink, 
.lust a s|)ark of life sei^med to remain, 
and althougli tiie twu vvei-e able lo diup 
from the rig;^ing into the lifeboat, tin y 
were almost insensible. ( )iie of them 
pre^i nti'(l a tei-rible apix araiice. Ills 
face, hands and feet were frozen, lie 
was unable to speak for .sevend hours. 
This was N. Isoii. His legs were en 
cased in a n.iir of long boots and tl • 
water in thei ■ Inul frozen into a s :;!<i 
c.ike. Sieven • had been moiv foriun.ite. 
He had slipjied his boots off and had 
wrapped his feet in a luige i)iece ut 
canva,ss. It was through his etl'orts 
that the other survivor had been kejn 
alive. Each time that Nelson's he.u' 
S4ink on his breast during the blindin;.' 
stonn, Stevens would reach over and 
pcmnd liim into sensibiUty again. The 
latter was able soon after his resnce to 
tell the story of the wreck sod the ter 
nble ex]M'riences of the two men.

FOUNT ttlMLIVES LOST.

Is was 
during the only spell of good weather 
on the vesflel's voyage that she was en- 
abled U} rescue 14 persons who were 
;ulrift in a water-logged helpleim bark. 

Speaking of the rescue, Captain Dut- 
ton sold: "We had a fairly good voyage 
after leaving l^^nstown until we 
struck chs ■)Iizzai'd outside the Hook 
Bururrlay. Of course the weather was 
bad and we had heavy seas, but I have 
had fur worse voyagee. It was at 12:15 
a. «. ea Wtlb. 8 that we fdaked ap the 
captalu aiul crew of the Irenoh bark 
Jean Baptlste. It was about 1 1 o'dock 
at n%ht vhea report was aiade tn me 
that a White Star line fseighter, sna- 
p«sed to be the C^vic. had been sighted. 
The captain ef the Cevic is an old friend 
of mine and I had signals sent up ta let 
him know who we were. 

"The signalii we sent up weie seen by 
the French bark which was over on our 
starboard suIm .ibout five miles away. It 
was nut particularly cold, hut tliei-e was 
a snowstorm and a heavy westerly 
swell. The flistn-ssed crew vva^ display- 
ing rwl lights to show that the ve.H.sel 
was out of contr(.>l. and .is we made 
toward her, three men went uj) into the 
luizzen rigging wirli lorche-: Tlie h.ii-k 
W£W water-lo^'j^ed . .\ iiuiit w ith live men 
in command of Second Utlicer Hog;; wa-^ 
lowered. When our boat reai-hcii the 
distressed ve.ssel. the men found that 
the crew had launched two Ujats and 
were loading all of their effects. Cap 
tain Lebot and his son were the l.ist to 
leave the ,l>'nn Baptisto. They came 
away in oiir boat The rest of tlie crew 
came to n-< in their own bouts and suid 
they had brought all their personal ef- 
fects with th •ill." 

The .lean Haptiste b«>loi'(fed at Havre, 
and was from Halifax tj Cork, laden 
with deals. Captain i.' !)ot said he was 
tile sole o>viier of ihf bark and that she 
was not insured. None of the crew can 
s{x.'ak English, and they will be cared 
for by the French consul in this city. 

Capt iun Dutton describes the rest of 
the voyage as follows: "After making 
the addition to our passenger list 
by taking on the Frenchmen, dui- 
voyage was without partu-ular incident 
until we encountered the rough blinaid 
and heavy seas outside tlie Hook Satur- 
day afternoon. At 5 o'clock, during the 
height of the storm and while pwisriiwr; 
the Georgia shoals, aOO miles east n' 
Sandy Heok, we sighted a fonr-masted 
schooner at anchor, ricfing very heavily. 
She had a flag np and n« sails set. The 
matter was reported to me, but by that 
time we had lost sight of her through 
the snow and haze. I had the vessel 
put about and nni down close to her. 
8he had nothing flying tiien, there were 
men on d<>ck and steam escaping from a 
donkey engine forward. We laid to 
h;>lf un liour waiting for some signal, 
but got none. 

"It was snowing, the weather was 
cohl and the sea too heavy to run the 
risk of loweiing a boat to merely make 
an investigation when no disti-ess 
signal- well' disjjlayed. .lust as we 
steamed away, they ran up .i flag again. 
We left tlieui riding at aiicliur in ,i 
heavy se.i in ,i very unn-ii.il jiiace for a 
.schooner of that ch.uacter. right in the 
course of the ucean ^reamers. Then we 
came on to h.irbor and experienced the 
worst vieatlier of the whole tri|), gi fting 
most of the ice that is now on tlie decks 
fnmi that time on. We hud to come 
very slowly tu .ivoid getting more than 
we did ami Ue p ill working condition, 
as the ,-])r.i_\ s\.is vi iy heavy when we 
made ;;uiMt headw.iy. We passed the 

Ughtship at ii:.'>.'> A.' m., and reached 

Huarantiiie I- foie ikm)!!." 

C.iptain Dutton was not worn ont by 
any meaiib, bnt he had Iwen constantly 
awake anil alert sim e j : I, 'j o'chn'k .Sat- 
urday morning. He had not heard of 
the fai-t that tlie La < ia.scogne was flO 
much overdue, and when asked for an 
opinion as to her fate, said; "1 think 
she lias broken down .somewliere and 
that she will probably turn up. Where 
she may l)e now would be the merest 
conjiM tiire. 1 remembi'r that almut 13 
years ago the City of Hrusscls broke 
down in midixeau and ma«le port with 
her sails. She sailed into Liverpool, 
and almost tu her doi k before sighted. 
She hod, fur 'M days, sailed so vathout 
sigliting a vessel that could help her or 
that was near enough to recognise her 
and report s< eiug her. There was one 
tiling in h(!r favor, too, that the La 
Gosi ogne hoi) not. The C^ty of Brat>- 
sels has fuui masts for soils, while ^Boe 
the La Gtascogiie has been remodSed, 
she has bnt two. 8he would have hard 
work making any headway Mrith then 
in the weather she must have a» 
countered.

FUui to th« Qnestion Saggested by 
Mr. John B Holton. 

A plan for rednciqgtolla to a minimum 

and providing for ronnty ownership of 
macadamized roads, as applied to Mason 
County : 

Let th* ooanty parohaae the loada at a 

fair valuation, c very thing conaidered, and 
retain the gates to^pay for and keep them 
in repair. 

To aocompliah this I wonld aaggest 
that the coanty iaaue bonda of equal 

denominations rnnninu' consecutively 
from ono to twenty-tivc years. Then 
apply the 'tolls coUevted in payment of 
bonda and in mdntaining the roads. 

When the last bond was paid then tiie 
tolls should be reduccl to a rate barely 
sufticicnl to keci) the roads in good 
repair. 

To illustrate, we will suppose that the 
roft Is in the county can be secured for 
$15 ,000. This sura divided into bonds 
of • q tal amounta running from one to 
twenty-iive yeara would make twenty- 
live bonds of $(>,0<X) cat h. These bonds 
ought to be placed at 4 per cent. 

We estimate that the average cottt per 
mile for keeping the roada in repair 
would not exceed $60 each year; or that 
the annual cost for maintaining the 300 
milea of road iu the county would not 
ezfeed $18,000. 

The annual amount than to ba ralaed 
from tolls would be: 

Th* coHt of repairs 118 000 

The maturing bond 0.000 

Tba lolarwt on bonds (Ont jraar).... •,O0O 

Tout nr»t year 130,000 

The tolls reducccl on all of the roads, 
after purchase, to conform to the rates 
provided in the act paased by the laat 
Legialature wonld, perhapa, yield auf- 
flcicnf revenue to pay the above sum 
without collecting under a county levy. 

Tiie annual charge each aucceeding 
year wonld be leaa than tha praoadlng 
one by the amount of interest on eacli 
bond paiil. When we reached the 
tweuty-tifth bond the amount to be paid 
that year would be the bond $6,000, pins 
the intereat $240, plua thecaah of road re- 
pairs $18,000; total, $21, -J 10. 

Following thia the annual sum to be 
paid would be $18,000 or aimply enough 
to keep.roada in good repair. 

The toll rate could after the first year 
lie -caled down ji'Tliap- until the last 
bond was paid reducing in ainoiml the 
tolls to correapond to the annual i[e- 
duotion of tha intereat pn the bonda. 

When the last bond'was paid then the 
tolls could be reduced to a minimum, or 
a rate just sufficiept to maintain the 
nada.

Ohieago Man's Idea of Oalning Time 
in Taking Mail Matter to 
tlM Train. 



Chk Aoo, Feb. 2.— It the city council 
will permit, a novel experiment will be 
tried in the swift transfer of mail from 
the postoiBce to the Illinois Central 
station, at Twelftli street and Park Row, 
one mile diatant. Richard B. Sherman, 
the inventor of the system, proposes to 
erect an overhead, or rather over-house 
roof, electrical conveyor, that will carry 
a aeventy-flve pound mail pouch from 
the roof of the post office to the station 
in five minutes. It now takes twenty- 
two minutee to tranaport mail to the 
station by wa>:on. The conveyor is sim- 
ilar to the one outside the Transportation 
Building on the World'a Fair grounds, 
except that it is to be operated by elec- 
tricity, a wire answering to the trolley 
wire on a street car system furnishing 
the power to the carriage in which ia 
enclosed the mail pouch. Mr. Sherman 
iias secured tlie consent of the property 
owners to the erection of a temporary 
overhead road, w;hich oonaiata of four or 
five wirea. _______
